KWAR-Memorial  To  Faith 

This  week  saw  the  successful  completion  of  a  long  period 
of  planning  and  building,  arranging  and  scheduling,  when 
KVVAR,  Wartburg's  FM  radio  station,  finally  went  on  the  air. 
The  hopes  and  dreams  as  well  as  the  hard  work  of  many 
students  and  faculty  members  began  to  be  rewarded.  This 
is  as  good  a  time  as  any  to  review  a  bit  of  the  history  of  the 
station,  and  to  mention  the  names  of  some  of  the  workers 
who  made  KWAR  possible. 

__  First  name  that  comes  to  mind  is  that  of  Fran  Neumann. 
When  the  tireless  promoter  of  Wartburg’s  radio  station  was 
killed  on  Lake  Michigan  in  the  summer  of  1949.  he  took  with 
him  many  of  the  hopes  that  we  would  ever  successfully  com¬ 
plete  his  project.  He  had  been  so  much  THE  moving  force 
behind  KNYT,  as  the  station  had  been  originally  called,  that 
it  seemed  almost  impossible  to  carry  on  without  him. 

But  his  co-workers  did  carry  on.  Paul  Lohnes,  now  at 
the  seminary  in  Dubuque;  Bob  Snyder,  serving  his  tour  of 
duty  with  the  army  in  Germany;  Ray  Wilderrnan,  incomparable 
technical  adviser  and  general  booster,  who  is  still  daddy  to  the 
infant  station;  Herb  Hildebrandt,  present  station  manager 
George  Roleder,  another  of  the  "original  dreamers”;  Harold 
Wienke,  of  “Winks"  fame  and  an  old  radio  hand  on  the 
campus,  these  and  many  others  sacrificed  their  time  and 
contributed  their  talents  to  make  the  dream  a  reality. 

At  times,  even  in  the  fairly  recent  past,  the  hopes  were 
almost  abandoned.  Troubles  followed  troubles.  FCC  played 
hard  to  get.  General  Electric  just  couldn’t  get  the  transmitter 
puiit.  1  he  railroad  unions  put  a  wrench  in  the  works  by  strik¬ 
ing  at  the  wrong  time.  But  finally,  the  day  came.  Wilderrnan 
™"„?rou?d  Wlth  nothing  but  smiles  for  everybody.  “Bud” 
Phillips  threatened  to  put  the  TRUMPET  out  of  business  by 
scooping  the  paper  regularly.  Bob  Stumme  talked  little 
but  frequencies  and  amplifiers,  condensers  and  megacycles 

This  week,  the  TRUMPET  would  like  to  add  its  congratu¬ 
lations  to  the  heap  of  well-wishes.  KWAR  is  a  reality.  Thanks 
to  Fran  Neumann,  the  dreamer  and  worker,  Wartburg  has  a 
radio  station.  Thanks  to  all  the  others,  too.  May  KWAR  be 
a  vocal  memorial  to  Fran’s  faith  and  the  tireless  efforts  of  his 
ieiiow-workers.

'What  Price  Peace?'  Discussed  By  WAF 
In  Sound,  Constructive  Convo  Program

What  Price  Peace?”  was  the  topic  considered  at  convocation  la< 
Tuesday  by  a  panel  of  members  of  the  World  Affairs  Forum,  campus 
discussion  group.  The  debate  was  largely  characterized  by  sound 
constructive  thinking,  and  evidenced  careful  planning. 

Katherine  Smith  and  Enn  Tatar,  seniors,  argued  opposite 
viewpoints  as  to  the  chances  that  peace  may  be  maintained  at  all. 
Following  this,  Claude  Grefling,  senior,  and  Eugene  Baisden  and 
Fred  Mcberg,  juniors,  proposed  different  schemes  for  the  muster¬ 
ing  of  the  United  States  defensive  forces. 

Katherine  argued  quite  rationally  that  present  United  State! 
foreign  policy  is  bound  to  lead  to  open  warfare  in  Europe,  and  that 
this  country  will  have  to  bear  almost  the  entire  burden  of  that 
However,  her  assertion  that  World  War  in  is  already  here  seems  to 
discount  all  possibility  of  significant  change  in  either  the  internal 
affairs  or  foreign  policies  of  both  the  East  and  West,  and  is,  therefore 
unduly  pessimistic.  ’ 

Not  as  well-substantiated  was  Tatar's  viewpoint  that  Russia's 
past  tradition.  Communist  doctrine  and  Russian  fear  of  the  Atomic 
bomb  will  likely  postpone  open  warfare  indefinitely.  The  Com¬ 
munist  party  recognizes  no  ethical  principle  except  that  of  practical 
expediency,  and  in  today's  world  of  the  two-power  system,  un- 
known  to  previous  history,  that  expediency  is  likely  to  change. 
Tatar  said  that  Communism  teaches  that  capitalism  must  fall 
essentially  of  its  own  weight,  but  he  failed  to  recognize  the  fact  that

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Band  Redeems  Mediocre  Fall  Showing 
With  Impressive  Concert  Sunday  Night

Only  a  handful  of  people  braved  Use  blizzard  last  Sunday  night 
to  hear  the  Wartburg  band  give  its  second  home  concert  of  the  year, 
but  it  is  doubtful  that  any  of  them  regretted  attending. 

It  was  one  of  the  finest  performances  ever  given  by  the  band 
and  an  almost  unbelievable  improvement  over  the  mediocre 
presentation  of  last  fall.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  too  many 
marches,  the  program  was  well  selected  and  included  a  wide 
musical  variety. 

Although  the  entire  band  showed  great  improvement,  the  most 
noticeable  development  was  apparent  in  the  clarinet  section.  Even 
with  two  members  of  the  section  absent,  the  clarinets  displayed 
smoothness,  balance  and  perfect  harmony,  all  three  of  which  were 
lacking  in  the  fall  concert. 

Of  the  13  selections  played,  probably  four  of  them  stood  out 
above  the  rest.  "The  Universal  Judgment"  by  DeNardis,  the 
heaviest  number  on  the  program,  was  exceptionally  well  done. 
Balance  and  timing  were  excellent  and  the  brass  especially  strong. 
Also  impressive  was  the  "French  Quarter  Suite"  by  Morrissey,  an 
unusual  selection  in  four  movements,  ranging  from  heavy  to  almost 
jazzy. 

Jim  Fritschel’s  original  composition,  “Two  Short  Sketches,”  de¬ 
serves  recognition,  although  it  was  not  as  well  done  as  some  of  the 
others.  This  rather  modernistic  piece,  played  without  percussion  and 
featuring  the  french  horns,  has  many  appealing  qualities.  It  is  smooth, 
melodic  and  somewhat  haunting.  Though  one  of  the  weaker  plaved 
numbers,  “Two  Short  Sketches”  sold  itself. 

Perhaps  the  best-performed  selection  of  the  evening  was  the 
band's  old  stand-by,  "Valse  des  Fleurs"  by  Tschaikewski.  Aided 
by  the  piano  artistry  of  Ruth  Meyer,  the  band  here  really  showed 
its  coordination  and  polish — especially  the  woodwinds  and  the 
french  horns.  Audience  reaction  seemed  to  indicate  this  to  be 
the  favorite  number  on  the  program. 

As  for  the  rest  of  the  selections,  although  most  of  them  were 
well  done,  they  lacked  the  appeal  of  these  four.  “Trombonium”  by 
Withrow  was  rather  disappointing.  The  trombone  section,  though 
commendable,  was  not  so  prominent  as  Chuck  Lutz’  piccolo  obbligato 
and  consequently  proved  somewhat  of  a  letdown  for  the  audience. 

The  two  novelty  numbers  added  a  delightful  touch  to  the 
program,  particularly  the  "Children's  March"  by  Goldman.  Seeing 
the  band  members  popping  balloons,  making  "hog  calls"  and 
rocking  babies  gave  the  audience  the  feeling  that  it  was  being 
genuinely  entertained,  something  which  every  audience  looks  for. 
Perhaps  it  was  this  impression  that  the  band  created,  that  of
